Reduce Bond Levy 

Because~of the fact that the bond 
funds for the San Bernardino school 
district had a considerable surplus it 
was possible to reduce the levy for 
the bond funds, which cut the district 
school rate from $1.95 to $1.71, a re- 
duction of 24 cents. 

The county. rate, which includes 
the the levy for county elementary 
and high school funds, was fixed at 
$2.65, an increase from $2.15 last 
year. The total elementary and high 
school fund levies took all of this in- 
crease and two cents additional, the 
raise in the two county school funds 
being from 69 cents to $1.21, increase 
of 52 cents. 

The road rate, which applies out- 
side of cities, was inéreased 5 cents, 
frony 40 cent to 45 cents. The li- 
brary rate, also applying to territory 
outside of cities except cities which 
have voted to join the county free 
library, was fixed at 4 cents. 

This makes the county rate out- 
side of cities $3.14.

By way of proving to Rev. Stone 
that Camp Baldy invites the public,

appointed a committee to see what 
could be done toward making this 
place a community park. If a stock 
company could be formed, or the 
Chambers of Commerce of the va- 
rious communities interested. should 
get together on such a program, it 
seems likely that enough men would 
take stock to make such a park a 
success. None of us are opposed to 
making this a beautiful spot. That is 
earnestly desired by all. Some of us 
do not believe it could be made into 
a camping grounds like camps in the 
mountains.

The 
dance at Camp Baldy is not a money- 
making concern but only for the en- 
tertainment of the guests at the 
hotel. It is closed on Sundays and 
early at nights. It is not on a pub- 
lic highway and the public are not 
| invited. But when the dance is to 
be the thing and advertised in all 
the country round, when anybody and 
all can come and for any night and 
for every night and all night, we do 
object. Such a place in a grove by 
the road side, outside of city con- 
trol, doesn't look good to some of us. 

But wit! this community do apy- 
thing else4 We have wished a park 








there for miany years. Now is a good| 


time for the committee from our 
Chamber of Commerce to see just 
what Upland is willing to do about 
it. And the churches will cooperate 
in that. R. C. STONE, 
Pastor Presbyterian Church. 





Rev. Stone’s suggestion is an ex- 
celient one and follows out the idea 
as presented in the tIssue of the 
News of Tuesday, August 2nd, when 
relative to a proposed free camping 
site for overland automobilists, the 
News stated: 


“Let us build a good-well-equipped 
camping ground for the motor trav- 
elers, so that they will stay and en- 
joy our city and possibly become 
residents.

The editor of the News is firm in 
the opinion that the dancing pavilion 
jin the seclusion of the Sycamores is 
anything but desirable and that it is 
far better that our young people 
dance right here in Upland in Ruedy 
hall under present regulations.

“Pretty shaded lights will be strung 
in and through the trees and the 
whole affair will be a bit of fairyland 
The road to Camp Baldy is in fine 
shape and many people will motor up 
San Antonio Canyon for the evening 
to participate in this annual festival 
of the famous mountain hostelry.” 


Should the Sycamores be built and 
rowdyism allowed to prevail there 
it will be only a matter of time un- 
til its patronage will dwindle to noth- 
ing and its doors closed. If conduct- 
ed as well as Camp Baldy, Stewart 
Inn and many other such institutions 
which are located on California’s 
highways, there is no reason why it 
shouldn’t be a success. 

As Rev. Stone asks, “Will this com- 
munity do anything else?” One plan 
is before the Chamber of Commerce 
committee which is now receiving 
consideration, 


Just beyond the Santa Fe spur 
line on East Tenth street is a euca- 
lyptus grove which is the property 
of the San Antonio Water Company 
and the company has no objection to 
the city’s improving it and making 
a combination park and free camping 
site for overland motorists.

‘all ig boiling. When tender pour off 
the water, drain in a colander, pour 
over cold water to make the spaghetti 
firm. Take one can of tomatoes, 
strained to remove the seeds, add a 
can of tomato soup, two large onions 
cutin bits, one fourth of a teaspoonful 
of cayenne pepper and a teaspoonful 
of chili powder, four tablespoonful¢ 
of sugar, three teaspoonfuls of salt, 
six slices of bacon diced and fried, 
Mix all together and add the bacon fat. 
Put in layers in a baking dish with the 
spaghetti. Bake two hours. 

Cranberry Salad. 

Soak one package of gelatine in a 
pint of cold water until well softened, 
then pour over this two quarts of boll- 
ing cranberry juice, add the Juice of 
one lemon and sugar to taste. When 
cooi add one cupful of shredded 
blanched almonds and one cupful of 
celery. When cold slice and serva 
with mayonnaise dressing. 









Head Lettuce With Sherry’s Dressing 

Prepare the lettuce, draining well 
and dry carefully to remove all water 
Take one cupful of olive oll—corn oil 
will answer—two tablespoonfuls each 
of minced green and red peppers, one 
small Spanish onion chopped, one 
tablespoonful each of minced parsley 
and powdered sugar, and one-fourth 
of a cupful of vinegar. Shake in a ma- 
son jar for five minutes. Place on ice 
for an hour and do not serve on the 
lettuce until the last minute as it wilts 
the lettuce.

LOS ANGELES GAINS BY FINAL 
CENSUS SUMMING UP 

The oftener the census tabulators 
in Washington check the greater 
grows the population of Los Angeles 
revision of the earlier figures, an- 
nounced yesterday, gives the city 1193 
more inhabitants, or a total of 576,- 
673. The previous total was 575,480. 

What is true of the city is also 
true of the county. A complete 
check of the county total gives a 
population of 937,651, or 62,349 less 
than a million. This is 1213 mere 
than the population announced last 
week. 

Pasadena also gains by the re- 
count. The city has a population of 
45,354, or twenty more than was 
previously announced. 

The corrections and additions to 
the populations of the three places 
were due to a recheck made of the 
totals announced several days ago 
by the census enumerators. Errors 
were found in several precincts whica 
added more than 1000 inhabitants to 
the city when they were corrected.

iCITRUS MEN LOSE DECISION IN 
RATE CASE 

California citrus growers lost yes- 
terday, in a decision by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on an appeal 
of the citrus men for a reduction in 
freight rates in eastern territory. 

The commission, according to word 
received from Washington, denied 
the complaint of the California Citrus 
League that rates for the transporta- 
tion of oranges and lemons to points 
between the Rocky Mountains and 
the Atlantic seaboard, north of the 
|Ohio and Potomac rivers were “un- 
just and discriminatory.” 

The commission, however, granted 
the appeal relative to excess charges 
on refrigeration and that a refund is 
expected to amount to more than 
|$1,000,000, which will be returned to 
the growers by the carriers. 

While the citrus growers stated 
yesterday that no direct word of the 
decision had come to them from 
their attorney, William E. Lamb of 
Chicago, it was pointed out that the 
decision will reimburse the League 
for “unreasonable charges for re- 
frigeration” and the cost of hauling 

The appeal against the excessive 
rates and unreasonable refrigeration 
charges was begun by the citrus 
growers in March, 1919, and a hear- 
ing was held before a commissioner 
in Los Angeles in May and June of! 
last year. The “unreasonable 
charges” included charges for recon- 
signments, demurrage, track storage 
and heat “service. 

The citrus growers complain that 
the present rate situation which dis- 
criminates in favor of Italian lemons 
against the California product is ruin- 
ous to their industry. The duty at 
present, they say; is one-half cent a 
pound as against one and a half 
cents a pound two years ago. The 
jrate of exchange is such, they say, 
{that California cannot compete with 
the foreign nation.
